bate thtreon be closed, and it the demand 
shall be seconded by a majority,of toe Sen- 
ators present the qaealioa shall bo taken 
thereon forthwith. 
The resolution also 


provides that each Senator may speak 
thirty minutes npon each measure, includ- 
ing all amendments. All motions to ad- 
journ or take a race's after snob oloture is 
duciJed must be seonnded by a majority 
of the Senators present before they can bo 
pat.

A Gigantic Irritation Corporation. 
The Betir Valley Irrigation Company, of 


San Bernardino county, has been incor- 
porated with a capital stock of $4,000,000, 
$1,000,000 of which is preferred stock aud 
$3,000,000 common stock. Tbe company 
buys out the Bear Valley reservoir pr»p- 
irty; also the Alessandro tract of 210,000 
acres, which is to be irrigated by Bear Val- 
ley reservoir w»ter. Two million four 
hundred thousand dollars of the common 
• took is to be used to buy these properties, 
and the romainder of the common stock 
and preferred stock will bo sold to raise 
funds to build the new Boar Valley dam at 
a cost of $750,000. It is also proposed to 
convey water to the Parry and Alessandro 
irrigation districts, comprising 510,000 
acres of fruit lands.

Thore were only those two, and neither 
toulcl remember when there had been 
aay one else in the family circle. It did 
not cost very much to live at the home, 
for tho charge each day was five cents for 
supper, six for lodging and sir for break- 
fust, which for both boys would amount 
to not quite two dollars and a half a 
week, and "find yer own lunch."
